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Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed on 4/9/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue that although Abecassis teaches about the trailer but does not teach that 
the trailer associated with the primary program data (pages 7-8). However, the examiner would 
like to invite the applicants to take a closer look at column 26, lines 50-59 and Fig. 7G as 
Abecassis clearly states that "the viewer may obtain a promotional clip or summary by 
highlighting the desired program and pressing the one key 773." As clearly shown in Fig. 7G, as 
the user/viewer highlight on "Hunt For Red October" (which is the main or primary program) 
and pressing Promo 1 (labeled 773), the viewer will obtain a promotional clip or a summary of 
that program, and THAT promotional or summary clip is eventually the TRAILER of the 
primary program. 

Therefore, the examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicants' arguments and stands 
with the disclosure and teaching of Abecassis, not only from the cited paragraphs from the 
examiner but also to the entire reference of Abecassis whether there is a suggestion, teaching or 
inherently suggestion to reads on the claiming features.
